STUDENTS LEAD MARCH 


The uprising, according to Hun- 
garian eyewitnesses, began quiet- 
ly enough at 10 a.m. Friday when 
the students of the secondary 
school poured from their class- 
rooms and, led by teachers, 
marched through the streets. 

They halted at the memorial to 
the heroes of the revolt against 
the Austrian monarchy and sang 
the Magyar national hymn. Then, 
joined by workers and finally 
with virtually the whole popula- 
tion in tow, they denuded the 
Communist Party headquarters, 
the city hall and the police sta- 
tion of Communist banners.

But it needs to be realized that 
while the Poles are in the proc- 
ess of throwing off the yoke of 
Soviet Communist tyranny, there 
is no evidence the Polish people 
are even near a beginning toward 
throwing off the yoke of Polish 
Communist tyranny. 

True, the new leader of the 
Polish regime—the leader who 
stood up to the Kremlin’s Nikita 
Khrushchey and _ successfully 
said, ‘“‘Go home, Russian’’—is 
the fiercely proud, truly inde- 
pendent Polish patriot, Wladyslaw 
Gomulka, but it should not be 
overlooked that Gomulka is a 
dedicated Communist. 

His is a magnificent revolt 
against the suffocating domina- 
tion of the Kremlin, but it is only 
a revolt of the Polish Communist 
leaders against the tyranny of 
Russia, not a revolt of the Polish 
people against the tyranny of 
Polish communism. 

This does not mean that what 
has taken place already isn’t 
beneficial—to Poland, to all the 
satellites, to the free world.

Thrower has 
no valid argument on the county 
unit issue, Thompson said. 


GOP Banking 
On Vote Switch 


The man who would have been 
congressman but for the county 
unit system predicted that Ran- 
dolph Thrower can win with a 5 
per-cent “swing vote.” 

He is C. Baxter Jones, who cap- 
tured the popular vote in the 1952 
Democratic primary and is now 
behind the Democrats-for-Thrower 
movement. 

Jones based his analysis on his 
own race against Rep. James C. 
Davis and that of Charles Moye, 
GOP 1954 candidate. 

In the last general election, 
Jones noted, Moye carried about 
35 per cent of the popular vote. 
(The county unit method does not 
apply in the general election.) Be- 
cause of ‘“‘new factors,” Jones 
continued, Thrower should be able 
to count on at least another 10 
per cent. 


UNKNOWN GROUP 


At the same time, he estimated 
that Rep. Davis has a “hard core”’ 
of about 45 per cent of the vote. 
Thus there remains an unknown 
group which could throw the re- 
sults in either direction, he con- 
cluded. 

Davis’ “core vote” totals about 
15,000 in DeKalb County, Jones 
said. It is strongest in Decatur, 
Clarkston, Panthersville, Lithonia 
and Stone Mountain. In Fulton 
County, he felt the incumbent can 
draw at least 30,000 votes, concen- 
trated in portions of West End, 
Center Hill, East Point and Hape- 
ville. 

DAVIS STRONGHOLD 

Rockdale County, of course, is a 
Davis stronghold. 

A group of about 10,000 in De- 
Kalb and 20,000 in Fulton have 
consistently shown they will vote 
‘for almost anyone but Davis,” 
Jones said. He said that the GOP 
candidate should run best in the 
new residential sections between 
Decatur and Doraville, in Fulton’s 
Nerthside and in the Emory area. 


The unit system is a party rule 

adopted by the Democratic Fifth 
District Executive Committee. “‘A 
Republican is the last man who 
could have any effect on the 
rules,”’ he said. 
Thrower was “hand-picked” by 
144 members of the Republican 
Central Committee, Thompson 
said, whereas “the primary vote 
was an overwhelming endorse- 
ment of Congressman Davis and 
his past record.” 

Davis carried the last primary 
with a 2-to-1 majority over his two 
opponents. He twice has lost the 
popular vote but won on a county 


siunit basis since 1946. 


Thompson felt that party loyal- 
ty will work to Davis’ benefit. 
There are no real Democrats for 
Thrower, he said, but only “‘dis- 


guised Republicans and ultra-lib- 


eral, left-wing Democrats.”
